ORR  Student  Gets  a  Taste  of  College  Life 
Attends  Summer  Program  and  Publishes  Article 

Mattapoisett  resident  Albert  Ting  knows  all 
about  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  writing  and 
publishing.  This  past  summer  as  part  of  the  Careers 
in  Applied  Science  and  Technology  (CAST) 
program,  he  worked  as  both  staff  writer  and  layout 
director  for  Q,  a  literary  magazine  of  the  CAST 
summer  session. 

"Once  you  go  through  the  editing  process, 
you  learn  that  your  story  changes  a  lot,"  he  said.  "As 
part  of  the  program,  we  had  to  write  an  article  for 
three  different  audiences:  adult,  high  school,  and 
middle  school." 

As  a  result  of  his  efforts,  Mr.  Ting  had  the 
distinction  of  getting  his  first  article  published  in  the 
magazine  this  summer  while  he  studied  in  the  CAST 
program  between  June  and  August.  The  article, 
reprinted  in  The  Wanderer  with  the  author's 
permission,  tells  of  his  research  into  an  automated, 
self-driving  car  on  which  he  had  "hands  on" 
experience  at  the  Carnegie  Mellon  University  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  home  of  the  CAST  session. 

The  sixteen-year-old  who  has  aspirations  of 
becoming  a  doctor  told  of  his  unique  summer 
experience  one  recent  afternoon  at  Old  Rochester 
Regional  High  School,  where  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Class  of  1994.

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According  to  Mr.  Ting,  the  program  is 
funded  through  the  National  Science  Foundation 
Young  Scholars,  who  put  up  tuition,  room  and 
board  for  50  select  students  each  year.  He  was  only 
one  of  many  applicants  for  last  year's  program  and 
became  one  of  50  selected  to  attend  based  on  his 
academic  record  and  a  submitted  written  essay. 

Although  there  were  several  options  open  to 
him  once  enrolled  in  the  CAST  program,  Albert 
decided  to  work  on  the  literary  magazine  because  he 
wanted  to  learn  to  "get  the  more  complicated  science 
ideas  across"  to  a  wider  audience  —  in  this  case,  the 
readers  of  Q  magazine. 

His  article  on  the  self-driving  automobile, 
titled  "The  Automatic  Chauffeur,"  was  well-received 
by  both  readers  and  his  instructors.  Despite  his 
enthusiasm  for  the  innovative  creation,  Albert 
remains  cautious  of  its  potential  use.

The  United  States,  Germany,  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  Japan  have  all  made  workable  self- 
driving  cars.

When  something  is  found,  the  computer  can  issue 
commands  to  the  car  to  do  certain  things. 

For  example,  if  the  camera  picks  up  the 
image  of  a  stop  sign,  the  computer  would  then 
recognize  the  stop  sign.

Self -driven  cars  may  be  improving,  but  they 
are  not  at  all  perfect.  The  biggest  problem  with  them 
is  that  the  computer  systems  in  the  cars  are  too  slow; 
slower  than  most  drivers.  It  takes  the  computer 
about  two  seconds  to  see  an  object,  recognize  it,  and 
do  something  about  that  object.  Most  accidents  occur 
in  just  three  to  four  seconds.

car  can  travel  at  speeds  of  about  55  miles  per  hour. 
Most  still  go  extremely  slowly,  for  reasons  of  safety. 
It  will  still  be  a  while  before  self -driving  vehicles 
become  an  everyday  sight  on  public  roads,  even 
though  the  Carnegie  Mellon  University,  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  has  already  tested  its  own 
self-driven  vehicle,  the  NavLab,  on  highways.  Safety 
issues  force  developers  of  self -driving  cars  to  test  on 
restricted  roads  with  very  carefully  controlled 
conditions  or  in  private  testing  "arenas." 

The  possibilities  that  the  self-driving  car 
offers  go  beyond  just  driving  on  their  own.  For 
instance,  a  computer-assisted  car  could  tell  if  the 
driver  was  falling  asleep  behind  the  wheel  (it  may 
sound  impossible,  but  it  happens)  and  take  over, 
preventing  a  crash.  They  could  also  tell  if  the  driver 
had  been  drinking  and  keep  the  car  in  auto-shutoff. 

The  uses  for  self-driving  cars  is  limited  only 
by  what  new  people  coming  into  the  field,  like  you, 
can  think  of.

Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 

December  15, 1992 

A  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday, 
December  15  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  John  N. 
DeCosta.  Also  present  were  Selectman  Paul  E. 
Lambalot,  Selectman  Daniel  O.  Mahoney  and 
Secretary  Melody  Mills. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  December  8, 
1992  meeting,  the  board  signed  payrolls,  bills  and 
permits  for  the  week. 

Selectmen  also  signed  a  formal  approval  of  the 
decision  they  made  last  week  to  install  four  way 
stop  signs  at  the  intersection  of  Hammond  and  Pearl 
Streets,  and  also  the  intersection  of  Barstow  and 
Hammond  Streets. 

The  board  also  signed  paperwork  to  approve  a 
"change  in  manager"  form  for  the  Reservation  Golf 
Club  on  Reservation  Road.  Chairman  DeCosta 
explained  that  this  is  a  procedure  done  every  year 
and  is  more  a  formality  than  anything  else. 

There  being  no  municipal  meetings  scheduled 
during  the  upcoming  week  and  no  outgoing 
correspondence  to  sign,  Chairman  DeCosta  went 
over  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week, 
beginning  with  a  letter  from  Town  Counsel  Daniel 
C.  Perry  regarding  a  proposed  gift  of  land  owned  by 
Priscilla  Tinkham  on  Mattapoisett  Neck  Road.  It  is 
Mr.  Perry's  contention  that  the  land  would  be 
accepted  by  the  town. 

But  Selectmen  want  to  view  the  property, 
which  is  adjacent  to  the  land  accepted  at  the  last 
Special  Town  Meeting  as  a  gift  from  David  and  Lois 
Welch,  before  making  a  final  decision  on  the  matter.

"The  lights  are  complete  and  ready  to  go  into 
the  ground,"  he  said. 

But  Chairman  DeCosta  questioned  putting  the 
lights  in  right  now,  especially  after  the  two  recent 
storms. 

"Personally,  I  don't  think  we  should  put  them 
in  right  now,  but  wait  until  early  next  year,"  he  said. 

Both  Selectman  Mahoney  and  Selectman 
Lambalot  agreed  to  wait  before  installing  the  ten 
light  units  at  Long  Wharf. 

A  7:30  pm  Liquor  Hearing  was  next  on  the 
agenda  upon  request  of  J.D.P.  Restaurant  Group, 
Inc.  d/b/a  The  Hearty  House,  64  Fairhaven  Road. 
Manager  David  L.  Ames  came  before  the  board  to 
get  a  new  license  for  the  new  establishment  which 
had  been  functioning  on  a  transfer  from  the  previous 
owners.

"The  waters,  flats  and  all  tributaries  thereto 
of  Buzzards  Bay  north  and  east  of  a  line  drawn  from 
the  Massachusetts /Rhode  Island  State  line  at 
Quicksand  Point  in  the  Town  of  Westport,  to  the 
southern  end  of  Gooseberry  Island  in  the  Town  of 
Westport,  to  the  Bell  buoy  and  thence  northerly  to 
the  Cleveland  Ledge  Light  and  then  easterly  to 
Crows  Point  in  the  Town  of  Falmouth"  will  be 
closed  to  the  taking  of  shellfish  until  further  notice. 

Robert  Zora,  Superintendent  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW),  informed  the 
Selectmen  about  the  status  of  the  following 
municipal  projects:

that  the  Police  Department  use  a  recent  $1,000 
donation  from  the  Annie  Maxim  House  —  a 
congregate  housing  complex  for  seniors  —  along 
with  money  from  the  maintenance  budget  to  pay  for 
the  engine.  But  Chairman  Brown  said  he  understood 
the  donation  was  given  to  go  towards  supplies  for 
the  department's  computer  system. 

"I  know  that  if  the  Lions  Club  had  given  the 
police  department  a  donation  for  something  specific 
and  it  was  used  to  buy  a  new  engine,  they  wouldn't 
get  another  donation,"  Chairman  Brown  said. 

But  Selectman  Hughes  said  he  was  only 
trying  to  suggest  some  solutions  to  the  problem, 
now  that  the  FinCom  has  refused  a  transfer  from 
Free  Cash. 

"I  am  only  suggesting  a  solution,"  he  said. 
"They  can  take  $1,000  from  their  maintenance 
account  and  the  $1,000  donation ...  or  take  all  $2,000 
from  their  maintenance  account  —  however  the 
chief  sees  fit." 

The  board  unanimously  agreed  to  replace  the 
old  engine  with  a  new  one  —  not  a  rebuilt  model, 
since  a  new  engine  will  cost  only  about  $500  more 
and  —  considering  the  extensive  mileage  —  last 
twice  as  long. 

There  being  no  further  discussion  on  the 
matter,  Selectman  Hughes  moved  to  send  a  letter  to 
Chief  Denham  informing  him  of  the  FinCom's 
decision  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  alternate 
recommendation  to  use  either  all  the  money  from  his 
maintenance  account  or  half  from  there  and  half 
from  the  donation  to  purchase  a  new  engine  for  the 
cruiser  ($2,000).  The  board  unanimously  approved 
the  motion. 

At  7:15  pm,  the  board  met  with  the  town's 
Civil  Defense  Director  Paul  Ciaburri  and  his 
deputies,  Candy  Morse  and  Joseph  "Duffy"  Clapp.

of  this  type  could  cause  problems  in  the  event  of  a 
real  disaster. 

Chairman  Brown  explained  that  he  was  told 
to  contact  a  toll  free  number  in  case  of  downed 
power  lines  in  town.  He  did  so  during  the  weekend 
storm,  which  Mr.  Ciaburri  stressed  is  his  (Mr. 
Ciaburri's)  responsibility. 

"I  have  all  the  numbers  which  are  to  be  used 
in  the  event  of  a  declared  emergency,"  Mr.  Ciaburri 
said.  "(Mr.  Clapp)  and  I  talked  to  the  line 
dispatchers  and  in  the  future  I  think  we  should  be 


contacted  to  avoid  confusion." 

Chairman  Brown  agreed  and  admitted  he 
"didn't  want  the  job,"  but  maintained  he  was  told 
by  Com/ Electric  representatives  to  call  if  there 
were  any  downed  power  lines. 

Mr.  Clapp  emphasized  that  all  messages  of 
that  nature  should  go  through  the  town's 
communications  center. 

"The  communications  center  is  in  charge  of 
passing  along  any  messages  relating  to  an 
emergency  situation,"  he  said.  "Right  now  we  have 
a  misinterpretation  of  how  this  should  be  done.  The 
dispatchers  should  get  in  touch  with  the 
appropriate  party,  regardless  of  who  called  the 
complaint  in." 

In  order  to  resolve  the  matter,  Selectman 
Hughes  recommended  that  Mr.  Ciaburri  call 
Commonwealth  Electric  and  tell  them  to  relay  any 
and  all  emergency  messages  to  the  communications 
center  so  the  proper  individuals  are  contacted. 

Mr.  Ciaburri  agreed.  "I  just  don't  want  to 
see  conflicting  information  being  passed  around 
during  an  actual  emergency,"  he  said. 

Chairman  Brown  continued  going  over 
incoming  correspondence  with  a  letter  from  the 
Council  on  Aging  (COA)  asking  the  board  if  they

Selectmen  next  met  with  Robert  Brady  of 
Upper  Cape  Realty  at  7:30  pm.  Mr.  Brady  said  he 
came  before  the  board  to  determine  whether  or  not  it 
would  be  feasible  to  open  a  gasoline  station/ 
convenience  store  business  on  the  existing  Rochester 
General  Store  property.  Mr.  Brady  explained  that  he 
and  the  owner  have  been  discussing  selling  the 
property  for  this  purpose,  and  he  wanted  some 
guidance  as  to  how  the  board  might  view  such  a 
move. 

Chairman  Brown  explained  that  the  area  is 
zoned  for  agricultural  and  commercial  usage  and  the 
General  Store  has  received  a  special  permit  to 
operate  their  business.

Mr.  Brady  asked  if  it  were  probable  that  the 
Planning  Board  or  Board  of  Appeals  would  grant  a 
variance  and  the  board  told  him  no. 

As  the  property  is  established  now,  the 
special  permit  rights  granted  to  the  owner  of  the 
Rochester  General  Store  are  his  alone  and  do  not 
carry  with  the  property. 

Mr.  Brady  thanked  the  board  for  their  time 
and  said  they  gave  him  some  useful  information  to 
consider  in  future  negotiations.

to  do  what  he  feels  is  viable  to  control  the  water 
level  in  the  future  so  it  doesn't  flood  out  the 
neighbors.  Since  Mr.  Decas  has  the  primary  source 
of  water,  he  should  be  apprised  of  the  situation. 

But  Selectman  Roy  said  this  weekend  was  a 
rare  exception  and  that  without  the  torrential 
rainfall,  the  reservoir  probably  wouldn't  have 
flooded,  causing  this  problem. 

The  board  agreed  to  send  a  letter  to  all 
parties  concerned  to  inform  them  of  the  situation 
and  hopefully  help  correct  it  in  the  future. 

Speaking  of  water,  Chairman  Brown  said  he 
received  a  call  from  Louise  Watling  regarding  water 
flooding  her  cellar.  For  some  time,  Mrs.  Watling  has 
contended  that  when  work  was  done  on  the  town's 
Post  Office,  the  water  main  running  into  her  house 
was  cracked  and  has  since  been  leaking  into  her 
basement.  But  Chairman  Brown  said  he  has 
inspected  the  property  and  found  the  water  leakage 
to  be  at  least  eight  feet  from  where  the  water  main 
enters  the  house. 

Chairman  Brown  also  said  that  the  problem 
only  seems  to  occur  when  there  is  a  serious  rainfall. 

Selectman  Hughes  suggested  that  since  this 
has  been  an  ongoing  problem,  the  board  should  ask 
the  Marion  water  supply  company  to  do  a  pressure 
test  on  the  line  to  determine  if,  in  fact,  there  is  a  leak

Letters  to  the  Editor  have  publicized  a 
Massachusetts  Boat  Tax  Bill  H5128,  which  can 
increase  boat  excise  taxes  from  2.50  percent  to  1000 
percent  for  which  no  specific  service  is  to  be  gained. 
The  Machiavellian  process  by  which  the  bill  came 
into  being  is  a  threat  to  the  concept  that  government 
should  be  "of,  by  and  for"  the  people. 

Correspondence  with  Massachusetts 
Representative  Thomas  S.  Cahir  who  filed  H5128 
explains  that  he  filed  the  bill  only  because  the 
Massachusetts  constitution  (part  1,  section  20,  article 
19)  requires  that  he  do  so  upon  specific  request  by  a 
voter.  Representative  Cahir  states,  however,  "As  a 
coastal  legislator,  I  certainly  would  not  support  any 
effort  to  increase  boat  excise  tax." 

Boat  owners  are  already  paying  so  many  fees 
and  taxes  that  many  family  boat  owners  and 
fishermen  have  given  up  boating.  Most  of  the  1000 
or  so  boats  in  Marion  waters  and  probably  most 
elsewhere  afloat  are  used  only  occasionally  and  with 
the  short  seasons  the  cost  per  month  is  already 
exorbitant. 

It  now  comes  to  light  however  from  further 
investigation  that  H5128  was  requested  and 
promoted  for  filing  by  Ted  Pratt,  Selectman  of 
Marion  et  al.  and  that  the  bill,  if  passed,  would  not 
only  take  excessive  amounts  of  money  out  of  every 
Massachusetts  boat  owner's  pocket  but  would  also 
seriously  affect  boat  builders,  boat  yards,  marinas, 
and  both  fresh  and  salt  water  boaters  anywhere  in 
Massachusetts  at  a  time  when  boat  registrations 
have  dropped  22  percent  because  of  tax  and  destroy 
philosophies  which  have  caused  a  recession. 

What  should  be  of  most  serious  concern  to  all 
citizens  is  whether  their  elected  officials,  as  in  the 
H5128  case,  should  on  their  own  be  permitted  to 
instigate  by  devious  routes  what  is  nothing  less  than 
a  confiscatory  tax  on  any  one  segment  of  citizens.  To

using  ill-founded  accusations  about  boat  pollution  to 
do  so.  In  reality,  a  sail  boat  produces  no  more 
pollution  than  a  wind  mill.  Under  power,  a  boat's 
exhaust  system  leaves  only  the  sea  water  it  has  taken 
in  for  engine  cooling  and  a  minuscule  amount  of 
carbon  from  the  burned  fuel.  The  exhaust  is 
probably  cleaner  than  that  from  the  family  car  or  a 
house  chimney. 

The  rain  water  from  a  boat's  decks  is  already 
polluted  with  acid  before  it  falls  from  the  sky. 
Boatmen  want  clean  air  and  water  as  much  and 
probably  more  than  any  other  group.  That's  why 
they  go  to  sea.  However,  they  are  not  responsible  for 
the  run  off  and  pollution  deposits  that  find  their  way 
into  Buzzards  Bay  from  sewers,  businesses  and  other 
establishments  ashore.  Nor  should  they  be  and  all 
that  is  needed  is  to  follow  the  wake  of  the  vessels  to
